Meaning of the AC of Parliament, yea war to, Certificates produced 
from the Juſtices of the Peace,that they are free'd from Payments by the AQ 
it ſelf, and thereby. they render. their Lives /bitter to them, and their E- 
ſtates exceeding Poor and -Low., Hence comes Glamour, Diſcontentedneſs 
agataſt the preſent Government, and the Cry ofthe Poor:againſt their 
own Truſtees. I know that moſt of theſe Undertakers are ;Gentlemen of 
"(Ein tour geipetave Countries, where their Farm lies { though ſome 
allo are Strangers to the Places, and live far remote ) but I know. withal that 
theſe Geftlemen do not AR in their own Perſans, ; farther than to regulate 
© or miethodize their Profit upon the whole Farm, and when that is done,. | 
they let out their Farms to SubcontraQors, if hoy can get: any. that. will 
come up to their Price, ſo as to aſcertain their de Profit, and if they 
cangdt{o do, then they depute the Power of his Majeſties Srant to them, 
to Subcolle&ors for their Uſes, who generally are, men of imall ( if any ) 
Reputation in the.Cougtries or Places where they;live, and. who for the 
mot part do employ ſuch men under them as are-guch inferiour tothem- 
ſelyes,; and altogether. unfit to receive any Truft. And theſe are the men that 
take.and tear, p gent and vex the Subje&t, . which the undertakers 
and ſometimes their SubcontraQors and Subcolle&ors ate. aſhamed to ap- 
pear ing, though yet it be connived at both by the one and the other, to be 
done _by:theſe Se aftrugepes, itt order to the improvement of their 
Farm or Contra, ar Profit whereof was the firſt, Hoo hat inticed them 
ro bite at his Majeſties Service, whateyer might otherwile be pretended.
